ISRAEL TO BLAME FOR NEW 
SOVIET ARMS TO EGYPT.

WASHINGTON. -- The State De-

gested that Israel had only itself to 
blame for the latest Soviet arms 
shipmenta to Egypt. . 

In a prepared statement, coming 
in response to questions on the So- 
viet arms, spokesman Charles Bray 
* wuid, “The pattern ix clear since 
1967 that in the absence of progress 
ΤΌΤ’ ἃ political settlement there has 
been recurrent ~evidence of arms 
shipments to the area.” 

He sald. “We are keeping care- 
ful tabs on this most recent flow 
of Saviet equipment to the U.A.R. 
so that we may have some idea of 
its effect on the military balance and 
and because of implications this kind 
of action may have for the present, 
cease-fire conditions in the area..We 
do not take lightly such major ship- 
ments of arms as have been taking 
place in recent weeks.” 

Asked whether he was implying 
that Israel, responsible for the lack 
of diplomatic progress, wax there- 
fore the cause of the Soviet ship- 
ment, the spokesman declined a 
direct answer hut added he would 
“leave the inference stand” He said 
the statement “had heen carefully 
drafted and speaks fur itself.” 


‘FINGERING' ISRAEL 

It was clear to the newsmen pre- 
sent that the State Department was, 
in the words of one reporter, “fin- 
gering Israel ax the cause of Soviet 
arms." One veteran correspondent 
suggested the Department. wax 
“playing a dangerous game” he- 
cause of the deep frustrations it 
feels at President Nixon's unowilling- 
ness to exert greater political pres- 
sure on Israel. 

In response to another question, 
the spokesman said it was still U.S.

U.K. table tennis

HONGKONG (Reuter). — The first 
English table tennis team to visit 
China for 10 years arrived in Hong- 
kong last night for an overnight 
step before crossing the nearby 
Chinese border. * 

The party of seven, headed by Mr. 
Charles Wyles, chairman of the 
English Table Tennis Association, 
will join teams from the U.S. 
Canada and Colombia already in 
China. They. were invited by the 
Chinese delegation at the recent 
World Championships in Nagoyo, 
Japan. 

Mr. Myles summed up his team's 
feelings about the visit when he 
told reporters at Hongkong air-- 
port: “It's marvellous, marvellous. 
if we could create even a grain of 
goodwill between the Chinese and 
English on this visit, then we will 
all be delighted.” 

Mr. Myles said he did not know 
the itinerary for the English team, 
but the visit is expected to last two 
weeks and take in a aumber of 
Chinese cities. The party will travel 
by train to Canton 144 kms. from 
Hongkong, and is expected to fly on 
to Peking today. 

Mr. Wyles said the Chinese invi- 
tation to England followed discus- 
sions between Chinese and English 
table tennis officials when a Chinese 
team played in Sweden late last 
year. He said that the Chinese were 


seriously considering an invitation 
to visit England, and the tour could 
take place in December this year or 
early next year. | 


PEKING (AP). — Chinese hosts 
gave the visiting U.S. table tennis 
team a two-hour tour of the famed 
Great Wall of China outside Peking 
yesterday. It was the third straight 
day of VIP treatment for the Amer- 
icans.

Strike cost IL2m. 
in customs duty 


Customs officials estimated yes- 
terday that the State Treasury lost 
about IL2m. in revenue during the 
48-hour warning strike of Lod Air- 
port customs men at the end of 
last week.

LOD AIRPORT. — Plane-loads of immigrants from Russia arrived 


here from Vienna, early yesterday 
and fifth since Thursday. 

One man on last noight’s filght 
— which mostly comprised elderly 
people from Vilna, Czernowitz, 
Kovno and Riga — apparently suf- 
fered a heart attack on the plane, 
end was carried off on a stretcher. 
After a brief reunion with his sis- 
ter, who lives here, he was 
to hospital. . 

Members of the morning group 
told reporters at the airport that 
there are still “large numbers” of 
Soviet Jews waiting at the Vienna 
transit camp for planes to take 
them to Israel. They are due any 
day. Many said thet conditions at 
the camp were and that 
there was 2 minimum of bureaucra- 
ic delay. = 

‘The new arrivals’ absorption at 
the airport was also speedy, with 
conversation between immigration 
offtclals and the newcomers being 
facilitated by translators from the 
Russian Immigrants Asagoclation, 
who were on hand. 


QUGTA SYSTEM 


According to several of the Im- 
migrants, the Soviet authorities are 
now granting exit visas according 
to a quata system. Most of those 
who arrived yesterday, and those 
waiting in Vienna, received permlis- 
sion to leave the Soviet Unior at 
the begining of the month. Others, 
still in Russia, have been told that 
they will receive their replies by 
May 5. 

At the airport itselt processing 
has been speeded up. On arrival the 
mewcomers are registered by the 
Police and the Absorption Ministry, 
as well as by the labour authorities, 
who try and find suitable jobs for 
the immigrants. Housing ts also al- 
located on the spot, or accommoda- 
tion provided until a permanent 
Solution can be found.

Soviet sources sald a Umit of 
3,000 a year was fixed for Jewish 
emigration some years ago, and is 
still in force. However, the numbers 
dropped since the June 1567 war. 
Last year just over 1,000 Jews were 
allowed to emigrate, according to 
unofficial figures. 

No official figures are made ava- 
“able, but according to diplomatic 
sources, the rate of emigration con- 
tinued to accelerate until about a 
week before the Party Congress 
ended on Friday.

— Herut Chairmen 
Menahem Begin yesterday proposed 
that a mixed Israeli-Egyptian com- 
mission examine the question of 
openirg the Suez Canal to the 
shipping of all nations. He urged an 
international conference to plan the 
immediate evacuation of Jews from 
Arab lands and called for a 
merger of his party with the Libe- 
ralg. 


Be told the Herut National 

Council at Beit Jabotinsky here 
that the Canal opening must be 
completely separated from any ter- 
ritorial or withdrawal issue. The 
mixed commission he proposed hed 
no need for a U.N. chairman, Mr. 
Begin declared. 
Since Washington feels the Canal 
issue should be settled between 
Egypt and Israel, he trusted that 
the U.S. would back the mixed 
commission idea. 

The Herut leader noted that in 
recent years the Soviet Union had 
brought 24 warships, 24 auxiliary 
vessels and 16 submarines from the 
Black Sea into the Mediterranean. 
If this fleet had gone through the 
Canal it would have reached the 
Persian Gulf, bolstered the pro- 
Soviet regime in Sudan in under- 
mining the pro-Western regime 
in Hthiopia, and have proceeded to 
intensify its srip on the Indian 
Ocean. Due to Canal closing, 
Soviet ships carrying arms to 
Vietnam have had to go via the

Every government concession, he 
went on, had not only not brought 
Peace nearer but put it further off.
